’’School is well underway here, as we handed in our monthly reports today. We now 
have twenty-two children in the home, thirteen of them having arrived since I 
came. I am teaching the first two grades and have seventeen youngsters from five 
to eleven years old. So many of them have never been to school a full year on . 
account of the distance to walk in cold weather. 

’’This is a new work and we need much more equipment as well as a new house. But 
the Lord is really blessing the work. My training at Bryan stands in good here 
as some things are rather rugged. However, when youte in the Lord's will there's 
a peace which makes up for other lacks." 

September 20, 1947 

Kiangsi, China Miss Hazel Waller. '43 

"These last days on Ruling mountain have been very happy ones. I have been 
participating in vigorous hikes and group picnics. Between times I try t# catch 
up on correspondence. It has been so refreshing and relaxing physically. Now 
our group is scattered to all parts of China. There are only thirteen students 
left on the mountain. We expect to go to Hankow Saturday by boat and fly to 
Kunming from there. This is only tentative however, travel is very funny in China. 
Dozens of changes are made before anyone actually leaves and then we find out when 
we are going just a few hours ahead of time." 

September 20, 1947 

Salyersville, Kentucky Miss Louise Post, '41 

"Yesterday we h&d the privilege of visiting our schools for the first time in this 
present school term. It was interesting to note the change in enrollment and to 
see the new teachers. We have three new ones this year. The attitude of the 
teachers counts so much in the response of the children. Pray for us that the 
teachers, as well as the children, vm.ll open their hearts to the truth of God's 
word," 
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July 13, 1947 

Washington, D. C. Miss Hazel Nell Geiger, ’47 

"My family has suddenly increased to eighty-eight boys and girls from the un- 
fortunate homes of Washington, D» C. Although I sadly miss the wonderful Christian 
felloi.’ship of Bryan and am suffering miserably with homesickness, I greatly rejoice 
that the Lord is using me in the salvation of some of the bevs and girls. I was 
able to lead two of my junior-age boys to the Lord this week and several of the 
others have been saved in their cabins \%dth the aid of their counselors. I ask 
definite prayer for Camp Bennet in your '’family” devotions. It is a blessing to 
me in that it has caused my full dependence on the Lord. Enclosed is a gift to- 
ward the chapel. I thoroughly enjoyed the "Bryanette” today too. May the Lord 
bless each of you.” 

August 12, 1947 

Nigeria, West Africa Rev, and Mrs. Albert Wyllie . *44, '45 

” ’Certainly, I will be with thee.’ These are the words of the Lord and we have 
proved them to be true many times in our lives out here in Nigeria. The last 
Sunday we were at home, this was the text given us as wo faced new experiences in 
a new land. 

”0n July 18, God gave us a baby daughter, Diana Elizabeth, and our hearts are 
filled with joy and praise to Him for this wonderful gift. She was bom in Kano, 
five hundred miles from our station, in northern Moslem country. Because our own 
nursing hone was not finished in time, she was born in the government hospital 
in Kano. We do praise the Lord for Kis care during this time. 

”We are staying here at Kuta for another week before proceeding to cur station 
and our work. Continue to pray for us as we seek His guidance in the rearing 
of our child and in our work for Him here. 
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traveling 30uch at soma later date. 

"On April 26 I was carried to Mary Alice Fertich, Wheaton, ’43. The best man was 
Wilbert C. Rahiser . It was good to see "Snits" after so many years. Since then we 
have been living at 32 North Fifth Street, Le\;isburg, Pennsylvania, a very small 
house. a

"I am in my senior year at Bucknell University and will be doing my practice teach- 
ing this fall. I expect to go on for a Master's degree. Last spring I was ini- 
tiated into Kappa Phi Kappa, national education fraternity for men at Bucknell. 

"Most of ny work (other than required courses and Education courses) has been in 
Botany, Geology, and Geography. 

September 8, 1947

"It seems strange to be writing to you instead of being one of .you, but I knew I 
couldn't stay forever. The Lord has been good to me. I passed the pre— entrance 
tests lost week with good graces, and I'm satisfied that my Bryan education can walk 
right up alongside of those from the many colleges represented here. 

"I would so much like to see the chapel, the new paved road, and most of all, you, 
but this is impossible I knew, so I'll be remembering you before Him."
